Owsley County Population Decreasing 


The new U.S. 
Census Bureau estimates 
show that in Kentucky 
Scott County's population 
is the biggest growing in 
Kentucky while Owsley 
County is losing popula¬ 
tion the fastest. 

Between April 
2013 and July 2014, Scott 


County's population 
increased 2.5% to 51,284 
while Owsley County lost 
110 residents or 2.4% of 
it's population. 

Half of Kentucky's 
120 counties show popu¬ 
lation declines. Along 
with Owsley County, 
counties with the larg¬ 


est population declines 
around eastern Kentucky 
were Pike, Perry, Harlan, 
Breathitt, Johnson and 
Floyd. 

Statistics show 
Kentucky's statewide 
population reached 
4,413,457 in July 2014.

On Wednesday 
June 24,2015 around 7:00 
pm Lucas Taylor 24, the 
driver of a 2002 Harley 
Davidson motorcycle 
along with his passenger 
and fiance Taylor Lainhart, 
18 of Beattyville, KY was 
traveling on KY 11 N when 
they collided with a 1998 
Ford Ranger driven by 49 
year old Jesse Bennett, Jr. 
of Booneville, KY that was 
traveling South on KY 11. 

Both Lucas and 
Taylor were airlifted to the 
University of Kentucky 
Hospital with life threat¬ 
ening injuries. 

Taylor died later 
that night as a result of 
those injuries while she 
was at the University of 
Kentucky Hospital. 

Lucas is still a pa¬ 
tient and has a long way 


to go. He has endured 
several surgeries and 
could face more. 



Later that night, Jesse 
Bennett, Jr. was arrested 
and charged with Mur¬ 
der; Assault, 2nd Degree;

HAPPY 239TH BIRTH¬ 
DAY AMERICA!!! 

Have you ever noticed 
how close our nation's 
birthday is to Father's 
Day? This year it is only 
13 days. As an American 
and a father; I couldn't 
help but wonder what our 
founding fathers would 
have thought of how well 
the nation turned out. As 
a dad, I am very proud of 
my children (all grown 
up now). However, as 
any honest parent will 
confess, there has been 
times in our kid's lives 
we can lovingly tell them, 
“You really shouldn’t 
have done that.” 

Father's are 

proud of their children's 
accomplishments. Those 
first steps, riding a bi¬ 
cycle, A's on the report 
card, graduation, landing 
that first big job, finding 
a spouse and the delivery 
of the first grandchild, are 
only a few of the happy 
moments dad's experi¬ 



ence. 

The first two accomplish¬ 
ments that come to mind 
when thinking of Ameri¬ 
ca are WWII and men on 
the moon. 

The world owes America 
more than it can ever re¬ 
pay. I'm not talking about 
all the money we've 
given out over the years, 
I'm speaking about the 
fact that nations of the 
world pledge allegiance 
to their own flag and are 
not saluting a swastika. 

As Americans, can we 
can walk outside, look 
up into the sky, see the 
moon and say, “We've 
been there.” No one from 
any other country can say 
that. As a child, my father 
thought going to the 
moon was science fiction, 
to me it was an event I 
saw happen, to my chil¬ 
dren it is history. 

Our victory in WWII and 
the Apollo missions do 
sum up what it is to be 
an American. We roll up 
our sleeves, face evil in 


the eye and do the right 
thing. Americans will 
sacrifice their blood on 
the battlefield to deliver 
freedom. Americans look 
to the heavens and dream. 
In other countries, people 
will wonder, “How am I 
going to survive today?” 
In America we think, “To¬ 
day was good. How do I 
make tomorrow better?” 
Are, there things we've 
done as a nation our 
founding fathers would 
have said, “You re¬ 
ally shouldn't have done 
that.”? Yes, there are, but 
overall, I think the father 
of our country, George 
Washington would have 
been proud of our accom¬ 
plishments. 

As a dad, my pride in my 
children is not wrapped 
up only in what they can 
accomplish in life. In fact, 
there is something that 
holds much more weight 
than what they do; it is 
their heart. 

In a general order George 
Washington gave to the 
troops May 2, 1778 he 
told them their higher 
duty was to be a Christian. 
“While we are zealously 
performing the duties of 
good citizens and soldiers, 
we certainly ought not to 


be inattentive to the higher 
duties of religion. To the 
distinguished character of 
Patriot, it should be our 
highest glory to add the 
more distinguished char¬ 
acter of Christian.” 

John Quincy Adams, our 
sixth President, said in a 
speech July 4, 1837, that 
American Independence 
and Christianity were 
“indissolubly linked.” 

The whole quote: “In the 
chain of human events, 
the birthday of the na¬ 
tion is indissolubly linked 
with the birthday of the 
Savior. The Declaration 
of Independence laid the 
cornerstone of human 
government upon the first 
precepts of Christianity.” 
James Madison, our fourth 
President believed indi¬ 
vidual salvation was more 
important than national 
accomplishments. He 
wrote to William Brad¬ 
ford on September 25, 
1773, “A watchful eye 
must be kept on ourselves 
lest, while we are build¬ 
ing ideal monuments of 
renown and bliss here, we 
neglect to have our names 
enrolled in the Annals of 
Heaven.” 

John Jay, the first Chief 
Justice of the Supreme 


Court believed being a 
Christian was the most 
needed qualification to 
hold public office. In a 
letter dated October 12, 
1816, to John Murray Jr., 
“Providence has given to 
our people the choice of 
their rulers, and it is the 
duty as well as the privi¬ 
lege and interest of our 
Christian nation, to select 
and prefer Christians for 
their rulers.” 

In a report from the 
Judiciary Committee to 
the 33rd Congress (1854) 
it is stated that Christian 
principles founded the 
country, and it was expect¬ 
ed the nation to remain 
Christian through the 
generations of time. Quot¬ 
ing the report: “Had the 
people, during the Revolu¬ 
tion, had a suspicion of 
any attempt to war against 
Christianity, that Revo¬ 
lution would have been 
strangled in its cradle... In 
this age, there can be no 
substitute for Christian¬ 
ity. .. That was the religion 
of the founders of the 
republic and they expected 
it to remain the religion of 
their descendants.” 

Quotes such as these can 
fill volumes. Type, “Chris¬ 
tian quotes founding fa¬ 


thers” into a search engine 
and be prepared to read all 
day. There are some out 
there that will try to con¬ 
vince you our founding 
fathers were deist instead 
of Christians, but the truth 
of the matter is the heart 
and soul of America are 
founded on the principles 
of Christianity. 

If our nation's founding 
fathers could look at us 
now, I believe they would 
smile at our accomplish¬ 
ments as a nation. What 
would they think of our 
heart? Would they shed 
tears? 

“Blessed is the nation 
whose God is the LORD; 
and the people whom 
he hath chosen for his 
own inheritance” - Psalm 
33:12.

BIRD FLU IMPACTS

A multi-state out¬ 
break of highly pathogenic 
avian influenza, including 
Kentucky, has reduced the 
United States’ egg lay¬ 
ing hen population to the 
smallest size in at least 
seven years. More than 50 
million birds have died. As 
a result, egg prices are on 
the rise in many grocery 
stores and some folks are 
wondering if the eggs and 
poultry products that re¬ 
main are safe to consume. 

While you may 
see fewer eggs available 
in some areas, you don’t 
really need to worry about 
the safety of poultry in the 
stores because no products 
from infected flocks are 
entering the food chain. 

Because of the 
severity of the outbreak, 
the Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture has issued 
new restrictions on poultry 
that might impact your 
participation in county 
fairs or other poultry ac¬ 
tivities. All avian comin¬ 
gling sales events are now 


banned, including but not 
limited to stockyards, flea 
markets and swap meets. 
You also can’t sell birds at 
any fair or show includ¬ 
ing auctions. Private sales 
and direct movement of 
birds from farm to farm 
is still okay in accordance 
with Kentucky statutes. 

All birds from other states 
have to come through a 
clean facility before cross¬ 
ing into Kentucky, and 
those transporting birds 
into the state need to have 
a permit from the Ken¬ 
tucky state veterinarian’s 
office, http://www.kyagr. 
com/statevet/. 

You must buy 
chicks from hatcheries 
that are classified as avian 
influenza H5/H7 clean. If 
a hatchery is in an infected 
state, you can’t buy chicks 
from them if they are 
within seven miles of an 
infected farm. 

Exhibition 

events, shows and fairs 
are restricted to intra¬ 
state movement only. No 
out-of-state entries will 
be allowed.
